T h e g eneral pu blic will rejoice 
to see the end of the long -drawn-

T o A constant reader of the Lon­ 
don press thè strang e u nwilling ­ 
ness of the Boers to accept British 
ru le is a bewildering phenomenon. 
Here, for instance, is a pathetic 
story , related by Mr. Bennett Bu r­ 
leig h, the noted Eng lish corre­ 
spondent, in a letter from Pretoria 
to the London Teleg raph, which, 
one jv ou ld think, wou ld soften the 
heart of the most obdu rate bu rg her : 
“ Then the rifleman, hav ing mu sed 
for a few moments, spoke ag ain, 
lowly , bu t clearly :
